The team 
includes Mr. Francis Owimet, who was in 
England seven years ago; Mr. Guildford, 
the longest driver in America, 
curiously enough, is drawn against Mr.

Under the head of food, drink, and tobacco 
the import value has fallen hy £4,454,799.
